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Elderly residents call 
for council’s support 


ELDERLY residents of Lyme Regis have 
called for more commitment to the older 
population of the town following major 
council spending on organisations and 
facilities for young people in recent 
years. 

The call came from residents of the warden- 
controlled housing at Hallett Court in Queen’s 
Walk, following the announcement that Lyme 
Regis Town Council was to run a temporary 
bus service twice a week over summer to re¬ 
place the 71 town bus, which is being scrapped 
by Dorset County Council. 

Despite the town council budgeting £12,000 in 
anticipation of the bus cuts, and spending a fur¬ 
ther £4,000 on a temporary service over the 
summer while a more permanent solution is 
found, residents felt this commitment did not 
compare to the “hundreds of thousands” that 
are spent on local organisations each year, and 
were expected to voice their concerns at a pub¬ 
lic meeting at Hallett Court this morning 
(Wednesday). 

Speaking to the View From Lyme Regis ahead 
of the meeting, Mr Williams, representing resi¬ 
dents at Hallett Court, said: “The older resi¬ 
dents of Lyme Regis have been very supportive 
of ratepayers’ funds going to the young chil¬ 
dren’s needed, i.e. The Hub, the skateboard 
park, the new adventure park, etc. 

“Now the older ratepayers would like some 
commitment to a very important service for 
Lyme Regis. This is a town bus service which 
we feel is an absolute must, given the town’s 
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terrain, access to the medical centre, shopping 
needs, etc. 

“Older residents are big contributors to the 
rates and we cannot understand why hundreds 
of thousands of pounds a year are given to some 
organisations in Lyme Regis where there are 
fit, young people quite capable of raising their 
own funds. Why are we supporting these organ¬ 
isations - the football club, Marine Theatre, gig 
club, etc. - to such an extent? 

“Lyme Regis Town Council is not a public 
charity. We should see some of its contribu¬ 
tions, therefore, going towards a town bus and 
more public seats on the seafront. The town 
council should, perhaps, also encourage the dis¬ 
trict authority to visit Lyme Regis to promote 
clean streets and cut back growth over foot¬ 
paths, etc.” 

In the questions expected to be put before 
councillors at this morning’s meeting, resi¬ 
dents also asked why public money was being 
given to a private bus company; whether the 
council could re-instate the bus stop outside 
Langmoor Gardens; whether it could install a 
sign at the top of Cobb Road warning when the 
car park at Monmouth Beach was full; and 
whether they considered the traffic congestion 
in town to be a “health and safety problem”. 

The 71 town bus service will be scrapped on 
July 24th and the temporary summer bus ser-

New owner sees View From titles 
join Independent 


THE future of local newspapers in the 
West Country received a massive boost 
this week when the team behind your 
favourite local free weeklies joined forces 
with the West Country’s famous Sunday 
Independent. 

Entrepreneur Peter Masters, who em¬ 
barked on a plan to rejuvenate the 200- 
year-old Independent when he acquired 
the iconic regional title in April, has now 
moved to add the Lyme Regis-based View 
From series of free newspapers to his ex¬ 
panding stable of publications. 

The move, which aims to create a 
formidable, independent, local publishing 
group, offers further evidence of the re¬ 
vival of print media, he said. 

The eight View From papers, which 
serve Bridport, Beaminster, Lyme Regis, 
Dorchester, Weymouth, Portland, Axmin- 
ster, Seaton, Colyton, Honiton, Beer, Ot- 
tery St Mary, Crewkerne, Chard, 
Ilminster, Yeovil, were acquired from 
Capital Media Newspapers, who had 
owned the titles for 18 months. 

The Lyme operation, which employs 31 
people and is headed by veteran publisher 
Philip Evans, 68, also produces a series of 
local Experience magazines and runs news 
websites for the West Country communi¬ 
ties it serves. 

Peter, who is also chairman and co¬ 
owner of Truro City Football Club, said he 
was excited to bring the two publishing 
businesses together. 

The Somerset-born businessman 
stepped in to save the Sunday Independent 
in April. The 200-year-old paper had come 
under threat following the sudden death 
of its previous proprietor. Peter is now 
constructing an investment plan to de¬ 
velop the multi-edition 200-year-old title, 
which focuses on professional and grass 
roots sport and leisure in Bristol, Somer¬ 
set, Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

He said: “These are extremely exciting 
times for the View From group and the 
Sunday Independent as we work on plans 
to deliver even better quality, value and 
ideas for their readers. I and all the dedi¬ 
cated staff at both titles believe in the fu¬ 
ture of print newspapers at the heart of 
their communities, where people can 
share their successes, their challenges, 
their events, their joys and criticisms.

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Council accused of 'passing the 
buck’ over Lyme’s traffic issues 


CRIME REPORT 


A LYME Regis resident has accused the 
town council of “passing the buck” on 
traffic problems, after a motorcyclist 
was “almost killed” last week. 

Speaking in the public forum at last week’s 
full council meeting, former councillor Ken 
Gollop asked what was happening regarding 
traffic problems in the town after a motorcy¬ 
clist was almost hit by a lorry the previous day. 

The incident occurred on Bridge Street last 
Tuesday when a heavy goods vehicle, described 
by Mr Gollop as “the biggest lorry I have ever 
seen”, became stuck on the sharp corner of 
Bridge Street, outside the Guildhall, and dam¬ 
aged a cottage opposite. 

A motorcyclist then attempted to mount the 
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pavement and overtake the lorry, just as it 
started reversing. 

“If it was not for the quick action of one lady 
who works nearby, that man would have been 
killed, no doubt about it,” said Mr Gollop. 

“Lyme Regis then would have been grid- 
locked for 12,14 or even 24 hours.” 

“When are any of the councils going to warn 
these lorry drivers with signs at the top of the 
hill on the three entrances to Lyme that we 
have a sharp bend and our narrowest street is 
nine feet wide? 

“Can anyone tell me what is happening? I 


Joint funding for town’s seafront 


A NEW joint funding initiative could see more 
than £25,000 raised each year for improvements 
to Lyme Regis seafront. 

The town council is hoping to join forces with 
local business Lyme Bay Holidays and the 
Coastal Community Fund to for the ‘Seafront 
Initiatives Fund’. 

The scheme would see Lyme Bay Holidays add 
a flat rate of £1 to every booking it takes, which 
would raise about £9,000. The council would 
then match fund this to make £18,000 and initial 
discussions suggest that there is potential to 
further add to the fund with an additional con¬ 
tribution from the Coastal Community Fund, 
making a total of between £25,000 and £30,000 a 
year. 

In a report presented to councillors last week, 
deputy town clerk Mark Green said: “Creating 
a joint collaborative ‘Seafront Initiatives Fund’ 
with an important partner from the local busi¬ 
ness community would be a positive approach 
to improving relations with that community, 
and would help to deliver improvements to one 
of the town’s most important assets and visitor 
attractions. 

“The council has already identified the impor¬ 
tance of improving the appearance and the 


quality of public and visitor facilities along the 
crucial seafront area and this would be a vehi¬ 
cle for implementing that collaboratively and 
more cost-effectively. 

“Although a detailed list of initiatives is still 
to be drawn up, Lyme Bay Holidays is happy 
the council takes a lead on this. Projects might 
include beach helpers, additional waste collec¬ 
tion, improved toilets, improved visitor infor¬ 
mation or signage, improved beach and 
seafront cleanliness, etc.” 

Councillor Derek Hallett said he did not think 
the money should just be spent on the seafront 
and there were other areas of the town where it 
could be better spent. 

Town clerk John Wright commented: “In any 
year we know that we are going to have to 
spend money on the seafront and this a contri¬ 
bution to that.” 

Councillor Jeff Scowen thanked Lyme Bay 
Holidays and said the company had shown 
“tremendous initiative”. 

It was agreed to go ahead with the scheme, 
budgeting up to £10,000 for match funding from 
the council. Lyme Bay Holidays has said it is 
prepared to start rolling out the additional £1 
charge with immediate effect. 


Car crashes into Broad Street shops 



LYME Regis was brought to a standstill last 
Thursday, after a car crashed into shops in 
Broad Street. 

The silver Hyundai ix20 mounted the pave¬ 
ment and crashed between the Co-operative 
and Ammonite Fine Foods in Broad Street, 
knocking into scaffolding. No one was driving 
the car at the time, which is thought to have 
rolled onto the pavement. 

Police, ambulance crews and three fire en¬ 
gines attended the scene. 

A female passenger was cut from the car by 
the fire service and taken to the Dorset & Som¬ 
erset Air Ambulance, landed in Anning Road 
playing field, where she was then flown to 


Dorset County Hospital in Dorchester. 

It is not thought that her injuries were life- 
threatening. 

The road was closed for more than two 
hours while emergency services dealt with the 
incident and there scaffolding was later re¬ 
moved. It is not thought any significant dam¬ 
age was caused to the shops. 


have brought it up before but we don’t seem to 
see anything in the minutes whatsoever.

“Yesterday we could have had a serious inci¬ 
dent in Lyme Regis because the lorry driver 
was not warned what to expect.” 

Town clerk John Wright said it “was not in 
the town council’s gift” to warn lorry drivers, 
as signage and highways was the responsibility 
of Dorset County Council. 

Mr Gollop replied: “So you’re going to pass the 
buck to someone else rather than raising it for 
us as our representatives?” 

Councillor Stan Williams commented: “This 
is serious, it really is, and we have talked about 
it at various meetings - we’re some of the best 
talkers in England, I imagine - but we haven’t 
actually achieved anything at all and I do sup¬ 
port Ken on this. 

“We need a meeting with the people of this 
town, not just us, to work out how we can get 
this town, from a traffic point of view, to work 
efficiently.” 

County councillor Daryl Turner said that 
highways engineers had recently looked at the 
problems in Lyme Regis and that restrictions at 
Charmouth roundabout were clear, with signs 
saying ‘not through traffic’ to HGVs. 

He added that the size of vehicles passing 
through the town was a police matter and he 
had discussed this with Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Martyn Underhill, who had said that 
traffic police were dealing with it.

Town clerk ‘optimistic’ that park and 
ride will be ready for summer holiday 


THE town clerk of Lyme Regis has said he is 
“feeling more optimistic” about getting a 
park and ride service running in time for the 
summer holidays. 

The town council recently received plan¬ 
ning permission from East Devon District 
Council to continue using land off Sidmouth 
Road, just across the county border, as a 
park and ride site. 

The council is now looking to appoint a bus 
operator for the service, as previous opera¬ 
tor Sovereign Coaches ceased trading last 
year. 

Speaking at last week’s meeting, town 
clerk John Wright said he had been in dis¬ 
cussion with two companies; one of which 
was willing to run the park and ride services 


from both the Sidmouth Road and Char- 
mouth Road sites starting in two week, in 
time for the beginning of the summer holi¬ 
days. 

“I’m feeling more optimistic about this 
now,” he added. 

The permission to continue using the Sid¬ 
mouth Road site as a park and ride will only 
last until September 10th 2017. 

The town council is planning to submit a 
further application for permission for future 
years, including more supporting informa¬ 
tion about traffic flow and parking arrange¬ 
ments in the town, and it was agreed to 
budget £7,000 to put this application to¬ 
gether.

vice will run between Tuesday, July 25th and 
Friday, September 1st and will follow a similar 
route. It is hoped a more permanent solution 
will be found after this date. 

The bus, which will be operated by Dorset 
Community Transport (DCT), will run on Tues¬ 
days and Fridays, with two return journeys 
from 10am.

The matter of the temporary bus service was 
briefly discussed at last week’s full council 
meeting. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said he hoped 
that buss pass holders would still be able to 
travel to free. Town clerk John Wright ex¬ 
plained that they were technically not allowed 
to use the bus pass scheme, but as an “act of 
good will” they would offer free travel to buss 
pass holders. 

Councillor Derek Hallett said he thought 
more money should be put into the scheme for 
a more regular service and Councillor Jeff 
Scowen congratulated fellow members and 
council staff for working quickly to find a solu¬ 
tion to the bus cuts.

THE local Coastal Community Team (CCT) is holding a pub¬ 
lic open meeting on Friday, July 29th at 10am in the Wood- 
mead Halls to discuss the ideas that emerged from the 
recent CCT workshop and how these might fit into a co-or¬ 
dinated funding bid to the government's Coastal Commu¬ 
nity Fund. 

Fifty local residents attended the workshop on July 3rd, 
part of LymeForward's annual general meeting. Their task 
was to share suggestions for making the Lyme Regis, Char- 
mouth and Uplyme area an even better place to live and to 
visit, with the emphasis on the quality of our environment 
and facilities. 

Safeguarding and increasing local employment opportu¬ 
nities is important in our area, and also a key objective of 
the Coastal Community Fund. So workshop participants 
tried to identify examples of investment with the potential 
to sustain and create jobs all year round. Many possibilities 
emerged during the evening. Some were for quite substan¬ 
tial major enhancements; others were relatively small, able 
to be bundled together as part of a larger bid. 

The workshop was well received, with some excellent 
feedback including email and phone correspondence from 
visitors (one as far afield as the Netherlands) who took the 
time to contribute. Its success owed a lot to the knowledge 
and creativity of those who took part, and to the excellent 
food prepared by Chris Onions, of The Old Dairy Kitchen in 
Trill Farm, with the team of assistants trained during the year 
through his LymeForward cookery classes for men. 

The CCT members are now doing a first sifting and organ¬ 
ising of ideas, ready for the open meeting on July 28th to 
develop them for the next stage of work, preparing the out¬ 
line of an overall funding bid and the various elements 
within it. This will be publicised, with an invitation to submit 
comments and suggestions. The CCT will then refine the 
concept, taking into account any further submissions, and 
will hold an open public meeting in the autumn to present 
and debate its proposed final bid.

Traffic problems are a 
danger to pedestrians 

I HAVE read with great interest Francesca Evans’ 
recent article on the perennial problem of Lyme 
Regis traffic (June 28th). 

My family has lived in Lyme for over 50 years and 
we do still own a property in Church Street. We are 
therefore very aware of the problems, which have 
not changed, as Francesca says, over the past 60 
years except that the vehicles, particularly the buses 
and coaches, have become larger and larger. One day 
someone will be seriously injured or even killed on 
the corner at the bottom of Church Street - who will 
be liable then? 

I have three suggestions for consideration, as a one¬ 
way system does not seem feasible: 

1) Articulated vehicles (or even vehicles over, say, 
10 tons) should be banned from the town from 9am 
until 7pm and action taken against the driver and the 
firm for whom they work if they encroach upon these 
times. After all, Tesco and the Co-op have their daily 
deliveries before 9am. Why can’t other firms arrange 
their deliveries similarly? 

2) We have a much underused local bus service and 
surely it would not be impossible to arrange a link¬ 
up with the double-deckers at each end of town to 
prevent the larger buses from blocking and damag¬ 
ing Broad Street, Church Street, etc. 

3) Coaches, also getting larger each year, should 
park in the car parks (or dare I say it, in the park and 
ride parks when open) and tie up with the local bus 
service as in point 2. If that is not possible, the clock 
car park art the bottom of town could be a dropping 
off zone in the summer months, at a loss of some car 
parking spaces. At the moment, coaches/buses dou¬ 
ble and sometimes treble park on the road, causing 
blockage for vehicles entering or leaving Broad 
Street and being a danger to pedestrians.

In 
addition, The Pilot Boat, under Bill’s tenure, was 
the first in Dorset to receive an Investors in People 
award. 


Your reporting made it sound as if Steve and 
Emma started the pub from nothing when what 
they inherited was a very sound trading business, 
that as well as providing an extensive menu also 
catered for many community events, weddings 
and birthdays. Indeed if it were not for my fore¬ 
sight the function room would not exist at all. Bill 
and I helped support the first Jazz Festival, Arts- 
Fest and provided a much needed push for Lyme 
tourism helping to make the town the all year 
round resort it is today. 

Bill has supported many local charities over his 
years in the Pilot Boat as well as giving generously 
of his time and commitment to good causes includ¬ 
ing Candles at the Cobb, local football and cricket 
teams, and of course providing many organisa¬ 
tions with free use of the function room for their 
events. A little more respect for his legacy would 
not go amiss.

■ I AM sure that the museum ex¬ 
tension will prove to be an asset to 
the town, although its design and 
colour is not aesthetically pleasing 
to the eye. I only hope that its ‘vig¬ 
orous future’ will include a mean¬ 
ingful representation of Lyme’s 
maritime heritage, many of which 
are not featured at the moment. 

Examples include a really early 
documented record of a sea voyage; 
in 1069 a vessel left Lyme for York 
carrying the monk who founded 
Selby Abbey. The National Mar¬ 
itime Museum holds a parchment 
dated May 1323, it is the earliest 
shipping contact in existence, the 
ship being ‘Our Lady of Lyme’. 
Both these voyages are ignored by 
the museum as is the transporta¬ 
tion of pilgrims to Santiago de 
Compostella in the years 1390-1460. 

The foregoing are just a few of the 
important maritime events that 
are not featured in the museum. I 


admit that space is limited and that 
palaeontology is the in word, but 
let us not forget that Lyme’s pros¬ 
perity was founded on maritime 
enterprise and that such heritage 
should be fully celebrated and dis¬ 
played in the town’s museum. 

We need to remember that in the 
Elizabethan era Lyme was consid¬ 
ered ‘to be the principal port in 
Dorset’ and that it was a time that 
gave us our most notable historic 
personage, Sir George Somers. 

I hope that the building will not 
just become a memorial to Mary 
Anning and a fossil storehouse, we 
need to celebrate all our history. 
Maybe one day there will be a Mar¬ 
itime Wing, in the meantime let us 
take stock of how this aspect of his¬ 
tory is presented and make some 
necessary changes.

VOLUNTEERS who run the RNLI’s harbour- 
side shop in Lyme Regis last week celebrated 
the completion of a total refurbishment of the 
charity’s outlet just in time for Lifeboat Week, 
which starts on July 22nd. 

The shop was chosen for a make-over because 
it regularly appears in the top five performing 
lifeboat shops throughout the country. 

Irene Roper, chairman of the Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth RNLI Guild, cut the ribbon to mark 
the re-opening of the new-look shop. 


Emma Ludford, Retail Development Manager 
for the RNLI’s south region, said: “Lyme Regis 
was chosen as a flagship store because it is one 
of the most successful in the country. 

“The RNLI’s faith in the shop is a tribute to 
the hard work of all the volunteers who run it.” 

Volunteer manager of the store Krys La very 
added: “We are thrilled with the way the shop 
now looks, and delighted that the RNLI chose 
us for this major re-design.” 


FOUR people, including an 11 month old boy, 
were rescued by Lyme Regis lifeboat crew on 
Saturday night, when their 32 foot power boat 
broke down and was reported to be drifting to¬ 
wards rocks. 

The boat had suffered power failure off Beer 
Head and the lifeboat was launched at 6.27pm, 
just six minutes after the crew's pagers alerted 
them to a mayday call to coastguards from the 
stricken vessel. The lifeboat crew reached the 
powerboat 20 minutes after launching and took 
it in tow. 

On board were Tom Montgomery-Swan, 29, 


from Exeter, his wife Aisha, baby Edward, crew 
member Nick Dodge, from Seaton, and the fam¬ 
ily's pet dog Winston, a German pointer. 

Tom said: "The lifeboat crew arrived incredibly 
quickly and we were delighted to see them. We 
were 400 metres off Beer Head when our power 
failed and there was a danger that we might 
have drifted towards the rock." 

The lifeboat towed the power boat, with its four 
passengers, to the safety of Lyme Regis harbour, 
arriving at 8pm. 

None of those aboard the powerboat needed 
medical attention.

E VEN small amounts of physical 
activity can offer health benefits 
that protect against diabetes, 
suggests new research. 

The findings show that even a little 
exercise wards off insulin resistance, a 
precursor to type 2 diabetes which can 
result from a high-fat diet. 

The study, published in the journal 
Experimental Physiology, also casts 
doubt on the previously held view that 
increasing the quantity of mitochondria, 
the tiny structures in cells that convert 
glucose and fats to energy, would help 
fix some symptoms of a high fat diet. 

The researchers found that the benefits 
from physical activity were not affected 
by the quantity of mitochondria. 

Insulin is a hormone used to control 
blood sugar levels. High-fat diets 
contribute to the development of insulin 
resistance, which is when their muscle, 
fat, and liver cells do not respond 
properly to insulin and leads to the 
development of type 2 diabetes. 

Study lead author Megan Rosa-Cald- 
well, a doctoral student at The University 
of Arkansas in US, found that mice 
genetically engineered to have higher 


quantity of mitochondria were not more 
protected against high-fat diet induced 
insulin resistance. 

The researchers fed all the mice in the 
study a diet that mimics Western diets 
high in fat. 

The genetically engineered and control 
mice were further divided into a group 
that was allowed to exercise, and a 
sedentary group. 

Their results showed that physical 
activity, regardless of the amount of 
mitochondria, offered similar health 
benefits against insulin resistance. 

The researchers said that it appears 
that exercise's ability to help remove 
damaged cellular materials and enhance 
the quality of the mitochondria may 
be more effective for preventing insulin 
resistance. 

But they said these aspects need to be 
further tested. 

Ms Rosa-Caldwell said that with rates of 
obesity and type 2 diabetes continuing 
to increase, understanding the cellular 
processes that help or hurt insulin 
resistance can help doctors better tailor 
effective preventative measures such 
as exercise.

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Beach wheelchairs improve accessibility

THE pleasure and freedom of Lyme Regis 
beach is now more accessible than ever 
thanks to two new beach wheelchairs. 

Lyme Regis Town Council has bought 
the wheelchairs in an effort to improve 
accessibility in the town and they can be 
hired for free by residents and visitors 
who have trouble getting onto the beach. 

The council agreed to spend £6,000 on 
the equipment to ensure disabled people 
had the opportunity to enjoy the sea and 
sand at Lyme Regis. 

The wheelchairs, which are two differ¬ 
ent types to suit various needs, are avail¬ 
able to hire from this week, at no cost to 
the user. 

They were launched on Monday when 
seven-year-old Oli Apps, from Uplyme, 
and Vicci Stocqueler, from Lyme Regis, 
had the opportunity to take them onto the 
beach and to the water’s edge for the first 
time. 

Oli, a pupil at Mountjoy School in Brid- 
port, has never walked and has been in 
specialist buggies or a wheelchair since 
he was born. 

Mum Kelly Apps said the beach 
wheelchair would make a huge difference 
to their family, including Oli’s five-year- 
old sister Madi. 

Kelly said: “The wheelchair will make 
the beach much more accessible and 
allow us to be a normal family. 

“Madi wants to play with her brother, 
she’s really proud of him, so it means we 
can come down to the beach as a family. 

“I love coming to the beach but it’s not 
been fun in recent years because of the 
limitations. 

“The wheelchair will give Oli the oppor¬ 
tunity to have an experience that an able- 
bodied person can have.” 

For Vicci Stocqueler, 49, it was the first 
time in 12 years she was able to go to the 
water’s edge and paddle in the sea due to 
her limited mobility. 

She said: “I don’t go to the beach that 


often because it’s too difficult, but I really 
would love to. I used to swim all year 
round, but just to have a paddle would be 
lovely. 

“The wheelchair would even be good for 
older people who aren’t in a wheelchair 
but aren’t very steady on their feet. It will 
give people the confidence to venture to 
the edge of the water.” 

Councillor Richard Doney, vice-chair¬ 
man of the council’s Tourism, Commu¬ 
nity and Publicity Committee, is 
spearheading the council’s efforts to im¬ 
prove accessibility in the town. 

He said: “I am delighted that we are able 
to offer this free service. It will enable our 
visitors and residents who find it difficult 
to get on the beach, the opportunity to 
enjoy one of Lyme’s key attractions. 

“This is the first step in an aspiration to 
make Lyme more accessible to people 


with disabilities and impairments. We 
shall never get rid of Lyme’s hills but 
there are many other things we can and 
should do. 

“People with disabilities want to know 
that they won't be embarrassed or incon¬ 
venienced if they come to Lyme, so this is 
what we should be aiming to ensure.” 

The wheelchairs can be booked in ad¬ 
vance through the tourist information 
centre and collected from the Jubilee 
Pavilion information point on the 
seafront. They can also be hired on the 
day if they have not been pre-booked.

View From editor ‘steps 
up’ to raise charity funds 


THE editor of the View From 
Lyme Regis newspaper is ‘step¬ 
ping up’ for a charity close to 
her heart. 

Francesca Evans is launch¬ 
ing a fundraising campaign for 
the national charity Steps, 
which supports both adults 
and children whose lives are 
affected by lower limb condi¬ 
tions. 

The charity supports those 
with a number of conditions 
affecting the legs, hips and 
feet, including hip dysplasia, 
clubfoot and Perthes Disease, 
which Francesca suffers the 
after-effects of having had the 
condition as a child. 

Now aged 28, she explained: 
“Perthes Disease occurs in 
children when the blood sup¬ 
ply to the hip joint is dis¬ 
rupted, causing the bone to 
become soft and start to break 
up. 

“It’s quite an unusual condi¬ 
tion and it’s not even known 
why the blood flow becomes re¬ 
stricted. My condition went 
undiagnosed as a child, mean¬ 
ing I’ve been left with perma¬ 
nent damage to my hip. 

“I’m really keen to raise 
funds for Steps, to help fund 
more research into these rare 
conditions so that diagnosis 
and treatment can be im¬ 
proved for children and those 
suffering the after-effects as 
adults.” 

Steps is currently working 
alongside The British Or¬ 


thopaedic Surgery Surveil¬ 
lance Study, a nationwide 
study to report the incidence 
and outcomes in rare or¬ 
thopaedic diseases, with the 
initial focus of this long-term, 
pioneering study being 
Perthes Disease and Slipped 
Capital Femoral Epiphysis. 

The charity also provides 
practical and emotional sup¬ 
port through the Steps 
Helpline and its Family Con¬ 
tact Service; increases aware¬ 
ness with booklets, films and 
online resources; offers finan¬ 
cial support for specialist 
equipment such as car seats; 
and works with the NHS to en¬ 
courage best practice. 

Francesca will be launching 
her fundraising campaign 
‘Stepping Up For Steps’ with a 
cake sale and raffle in the View 
From Newspaper offices at St 
Michael’s Business Centre, off 
Church Street, on Friday, July 
21st, open from 9am to 4pm, 
where more information on 
the charity will also be avail¬ 
able. 

She’s hoping to organise a 
number of fundraising events 
over the coming months, in¬ 
cluding a children’s party.

WE WILL REMEMBER THEM 


CONTINUING our regular series 
commemorating the 100th an¬ 
niversaries of the deaths of all men 
from Lyme Regis and surrounding 
areas who died in the First World 
War, we remember Donald Roy 
Sellers, from Lyme Regis, and 
George Whatley, from Chardstock. 

DONALD ROY SELLERS 
Able Seaman, Hood Battalion, 
Royal Naval Division, Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve 
Service No. Z/5109 
Born August 6th 1889 in Lyme 
Regis and died July 20th 1917 
in Arras, France 
Donald Sellers enlisted in the 
Royal Naval Division on January 
14th 1916, training at Blandford 
Camp, Dorset. He join Hood Battal¬ 
ion in France on December 9th 
1916. 

Reformed as part of the 63rd 
Royal Naval Division for service 
on the Western Front, they saw 
much action in France and Bel¬ 
gium serving with the British Ex¬ 
peditionary Force there between 
July 1916 and May 1919. 

The Royal Naval Division was 
conceived and founded by the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Winston 
Churchill, in late August 1914. 
Made up of Naval Reservists who 
were additional to the needs of the 
fleet. Many hated the idea of being 
turned into soldiers. The Royal 
Naval Division later became one of 
the best fighting formations on the 
Western Front. 

Donald was killed in action dur¬ 
ing fighting around Arras and was 
buried about five miles ENE of the 


town. Son of Mr Frederick and Mrs 
Alice Amelia Sellers, of‘Craiglea’, 
Stanley Road, Sutton, Surrey and a 
native of Lyme Regis, his body was 
exhumed on April 21st 1920 and re¬ 
buried in Orchard Dump Ceme¬ 
tery, Arleux-en-Gohelle, France, 
plot VII.F.7. He is commemorated 
on the Sutton War Memorial in 
Surrey. 

GEORGE WHATLEY 
Private, lst/4th Battalion, 
Devonshire Regiment 
Service No. 201320 

Born in 1894 in Chardstock, 
Devon, and died July 25th 1917 
in Mesopotamia 
George Whatley had enlisted at 
Colyton before the war in the Ter¬ 
ritorial Army. Along with his bat¬ 
talion, he sailed from Southampton 
onboard HMT Navasa for India on 
October 19th 1914. 

After 18 months of garrison du¬ 
ties in India, they were next de¬ 
ployed to Mesopotamia, landing in 
Basra on March 2nd 1916. 

They saw much heavy fighting 
along the Tigris and took part in 
the bloody, hand to hand Battle of 
Hai Salient on February 3rd 1917. 
Having been relieved from front 
line duty, the battalion moved 
south to Amara and it was here 
that, with summer temperatures 
soaring, George succumbed to heat 
exhaustion. 

The son of Charles and Sarah 
Whatley, of Combpyne in Devon., 
he is buried in Amara War Ceme¬ 
tery, Iraq, grave XIV.A.2 and is 
also commemorated on the Ax- 
mouth war memorial.

View from the 

churches 


Last week, I was fortunate enough to visit the 
RNLI College and All-Weather Lifeboat Centre in 
Poole. Coming from a seaside town I’ve always 
supported them, but after this visit my admiration 
for those who volunteer to save lives at sea has 
greatly increased. 

John’s gospel records Jesus saying, “The great¬ 
est love you can have for your friends, is to give 
your life for them”. Of course, the lifeboat crews 
will seldom know those they rescue, but it is their 
willingness to venture out into the unknown 
which deserves our respect and support. 

Thankfully, no crew members have been lost 
since the Penlee tragedy of 1981. At the entrance to 
the college is a sculpture and memorial, not only 
to those eight brave men, but to all who have lost 
their lives since the service began in 1824, number¬ 
ing over 600. Amongst those names were two of my 
relations, lost in the St Ives disaster of 1939. 

There’s a saying today, “whatever floats your 
boat”, meaning “do your own thing”. Lifeboat 
crews and their many supporters are surely the 
antithesis of this. The RNLI receive no govern¬ 
ment funding and last year, their operating costs 
were more than £177 million. They rely solely on 
voluntary contributions. 

Jesus knew the dangers affecting his fishermen 
friends and he supported them. The church must 
try to support the RNLI, working for the safety of 
all who use the sea. Lyme’s own RNLI fundraiser, 
Lifeboat Week, begins this Saturday with many at¬ 
tractive events planned throughout the week. The 
churches annually organise a Songs of Praise in 
the Marine Parade shelters, which will be held on 
Sunday at 3pm. Do come along if you can. 

Uplyme Church members begin their Summer 
Worship services next Sunday, running until 
September 3rd, starting at 10am with coffee and 
brioche available from 9.45am. Adults will be fol¬ 
lowing the series ‘Fruitfulness on the Frontline’, 
by Mark Green. Children will join them for the 
start, then leave to take part in the ‘Superheroes 
Holiday Club’, which will include DVDs, crafts, 
quizzes and games. All are welcome.

THE most dangerous time to be on 
Britain's roads this year is this 
Saturday (July 22) at 2pm, according to 
new research. 

'Black Saturday' occurs because of a 
perfect storm of factors including peak 
traffic volumes in July, the start of the 
children's school holidays and the 
great summer getaway all happening 
at the same time. 

More vehicle collisions occur in the 
summer months of July and August - 
2,330 serious and fatal collisions in 
July and 2,148 in August. 

This compares with only 1,578 in 
January and 1,544 in February - the 
safest and shortest months of the year. 

Despite the fact that winter months 
generally bring more difficult driving 
conditions like icy roads and poor vis¬ 
ibility, there are 27.5% more road inci¬ 
dents in the summer - 33,312 in July 
and August, compared with the winter 
26,122 (January and February). 

This increase is due to the greater 
number of motorists on the roads, with 
the vast majority of families choosing 
to take their summer holidays at this 
time. Incidents rise sharply during 
June and July, hitting a peak at the 
end of July. 


This year, Saturday July 22 is the 
predicted to be busiest day of the year 
on the roads. 

Motorists are expected to take to 
their cars in droves with all schools 
having broken up for summer. 

Saturdays are the worst day for 
crashes during the summer when car 
drivers are nearly twice as likely (1.7 
times) to be distracted or impaired in 
their driving than compared weekdays. 

The busiest time on the roads will 
be at 2pm when the 'great escape' is in 
full flow. 

The most dangerous day on the roads 
has been identified by VisionTrack, 
Britain's leading in-vehicle CCTV 
firm, using official Department of 
Transport data and its own insurance 
reports showing peak times for colli¬ 
sions in previous years.
